Provo  City  Fathers  are  still 
standing  “almost”  firm  on  their 
decision  to  enforce  the  city’s 
over  night  parking  ordinance.

City  Commissioner  Luke  Clegg 
said  the  ordinance  was  establish- 
ed because  cars  were  being 
parked  in  front  of  private  homes 
“for  24  hours  a day  and  some- 
times even  blocking  their  drive 
ways. 

“There  is  a problem  of  clean- 
ing the  streets  and  what  about 
vandalism  from  cars  parked  on 
the  street,”  he  wanted  to  know. 

“If  we  can’t  work  things  out 
in  the  present  ordinance  then  we 
should  come  up  with  one  that  we 
can  all  live  with.”  he  explained. 

Another  ordinance  requires 
landowners  to  provide  of-street 
parking  for  their  tenants. 

During  Wednesday's  forum  in 
landowners  to  provide  off-street 
ficers  outlined  a three-point  pro- 
gram: 

SOLUTIONS? 

• ASBYU  officials  asked  stu- 
dents to  encourage  landlords  to 
provide  sufficient  parking. 

• Students  were  encourged  to 
voice  opinion  at  the  parking  or- 
dinance information  desk— tem- 
porarily located  in  the  step-down 
lounge. 

• Student  officers  urged  un- 
happy parkers  to  form  commit- 
tees. 

According  to  the  vice-presi- 
dent of  student  relations,  Lowell 
Castleton.  the  committees  are 
being  formed  to  make  an  in- 
depth  study  on  the  parking  prob- 
lems existing  in  student  housing 
areas. 

Castleton  hopes  the  committees 
will  formulate  alternative  solu- 
tions to  present  to  the  city  com- 
missioners and  will  devise  other 
methods  of  solving  the  parking 
problem. 

“We  are  hopeful  that  an  early 
solution  can  be  reached  that  will 
be  beneficial  to  the  citizens  of 
Provo,  students  of  BYU  and  con- 
tribute to  the  elimination  of  sim-

ASBYU  President  Paul  Gilbert. 

During  the  Debate,  Y students 
voiced  various  opinions  on  how 
to  solve  the  parking  dilemma. 

SIX  YEARS 

Universe  chief  editorial  writer, 
Steve  Glenn  said  that  as  far  as 
he  was  concerned  one  of  the  best 
ways  to  deal  with  the  parking 
would  be  for  a student  to  de- 
mand a jury  trial  every  time  he 
was  issued  a ticket. 

“When  this  happened  at  the 
University  of  California,  it  took 
about  six  years  to  process  all  the 
cases,”  he  explained. 

Glenn  said  the  method  of  ap- 
pealing each  parking  citation 
would  be  too  costly  for  the  city 
and  “Provo  would  eventually 
give  up.” 

BOYCOTT 

During  the  discussion  one  or 
two  students  suggested  a boycott 
on  downtown  stores  however 
student  officials  said  that  sinc» 
the  merchants  were  already  on 
our  side  this  would  be  poor 
strategy.” 

So  far  few  students  have  re- 
ceived tickets  Wednesday  morn- 
ing and  the  percentage  of  park- 
ing tickets  was  about  half  as 
compared  to  Monday. 

Mayor  Dixon  said  several  days 
ago  that  he  thought  the  police 
would  not  issue  cost  tickets  for 
“a  couple  of  days.”

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Romney  Might  Make  It 


At  this  very  moment  a square  jawed, 
iron-gray  haired  citizen  stride  through  the 
slums  of  one  of  the  larger  eastei’n  cities. 
He  moves  with  an  electric  enthusiasm.  He 
shakes  the  hand  of  a young  Negro  in  shirt- 
sleeves and  jumps  up  on  a scaffold  to  assist 
a painter  in  his  task.  He  talks  to  a rosy- 
cheeked  Irish  woman  with  six  sons. 

This  man  could  be  the  next  President 
of  the  United  States. 

Presently  the  mass  news  media  do  not 
hold  too  strongly  to  this  possibility.  Hastily 
taken  polls  whose  reliability  is  questionable 
show  the  Michigan  Governor  sagging.  Cer- 
tain leaders  of  the  Administration  have 
gone  to  great  lengths  to  discredit  this  man. 

Yet  rugged  George  Pvomney,  Republican 
Governor  of  predominantly  Democratic 
Michigan,  is  completely  undismayed.  He 
knows  he  is  right  and  that’s  ail  there  is  to 
it.  He  intends  to  make  an  issue  of  his  “brain- 
washing” charge  or  “credibility  gaif  ’ which 
has  been  a source  of  harsh  criticism. 

Is  Governor  Romney  right  or  has  he  com- 
mitted the  unpardonable  political  sin  of 
shooting  from  the  hip  ? 

Looking  at  the  record,  it  appears  not. 
The  credibility  gap  has  widened  again  in 
the  last  couple  of  days  when  the  State  De- 
partment affirmed  that  a peace  bid  from  Ho 
Chi  Minh  was  spurned  by  our  Chief  Execu- 
tive last  February  (Salt  Lake  Tribune,  Sept. 
18,  Part  1).  This  is  the  second  peace  feeler 
the  Administration  has  squelched— as  far  as 
the  public  knows.  Last  year  it  was  discover- 
ed the  number  of  airplanes  and  helicopters 
lost  in  action  over  Vietnam  was  double  that 
which  the  Pentagon  had  earlier  announced. 
Our  leaders  assured  us  a short  time  ago 
there  was  no  racial  discrimination  in  the 
selection  of  front-line  combat  troops.  Yet, 
recent  figures  show  that  Negroes  account 
for  22.4  per  cent  of  combat  deaths  in  Viet- 
nam while  they  make  up  only  10  per  cent 
of  the  armed  forces  in  Vietnam.  The  Ad- 
ministration assures  us  that  they  have  kil- 
led over  200,000  of  the  enemy  in  the  last 
seven  years  and  caused  another  200,000  to 
defect.  This  would  mean  that  the  enemy 
would  presently  have  less  than  60,000  troops 


at  best.  Real  figures  show  the  Viet  Cong’s 
strength  to  be  about  the  same  as  it  was 
three  years  ago,  even  discounting  North 
Vietnamese  infiltration. 

These  examples  indicate  that  it  is  not  a 
gap  that  Romney  refers  to  but  a grand 
abyss,  whose  actual  size  we  may  never  know. 

The  reaction  by  the  Administration  to 
Romney’s  charges  is  understandable.  “No 
one  likes  a tattle-tale”  even  applies  to  the 
“over  thirty  generation.”  But  it  is  surpris- 
ing to  see  intelligent  media  of  communica- 
tion falling  in  behind  the  President  with 
echoing  sentiments.  So  many  were  quick 
to  point  out  that  one  of  Detroit’s  leading 
newspapers.  The  Detroit  News,  asked 
George  to  “take  a walk”  from  the  Presi- 
dential candidacy  and  turn  over  his  cam- 
paign to  New  York’s  Governor  Rockefeller. 
Only  one  news  medium  to  speak  of  men- 
tioned that  The  Detroit  Free  Press,  also 
one  of  the  largest  circulating  newspapers 
in  Detroit,  supported  Romney  on  his  charge 
of  “Administration  brainwashing.”  This 
paper,  w'hile  approving  of  Romney’s  criti- 
cism, also  felt  that  he  could  have  picked  a 
more  appropriate  choice  of  words. 

Romney’s  image  has  suffered,  but  per- 
haps it  may  be  the  very  catalyst  needed  to 
push  him  far  beyond  his  previous  level. 
Romney  has  never  lost  nor  come  in  second. 

He  brought  a state  out  of  near  bank- 
ruptcy. He  carried  men  into  office  who 
didn’t  fare  well  in  pre-election  polls.  He  was 
easily  re-elected  with  over  37  per  cent  of 
Michigan’s  Negro  vote. 

When  one  compares  the  other  possible 
candidates — a grade-B  movie  actor,  a two- 
time  loser  of  major  elections  (really  no^y, 
would  you  buy  a used  car  from  him  even  if 
it  was  a Rambler?),  and  a divorced  one- 
time primary  campaign  loser — who  but 
Romney  could  beat  Johnson  in  1968?  Re- 
cent ixills  show  that  Romney  could  beat 
Johnson  where  Nixon  woud  not.  If  Romney 
wins  it  will  start  from  here.  If  he  loses,  it 
was  from  , this  point  that  he  began  his  de- 
cline. Knowing  Romney,  it  will  be  the  for- 
mer. Knowing  the  mass  of  Republican  dele- 
gates, it  may  be  the  latter. 


IVe  Can  Still  Lick  Parking 


True  to  his  campaign  promises,  Paul 
Gilbert  is  proving  to  be  a real  spokesman 
for  BYU  student  interests.  With  the  semes- 
ter scarcely  under  way  Gilbert  has  already 
been  racking  up  some  important  achieve- 
ments for  the  benefit  of  the  school. 

Married  students  will  feel  the  most  im- 
mediate rewards  for  Gilbert’s  work  when 
they  take  advantage  of  the  reduced  rates 
on  “Spouse”  activity  cards. 

The  rest  of  the  students  will  benefit 
along  with  the  mairied  students  from  Gil- 
bert’s efforts  to  apprise  city  officials  of  the 
injustices  created  bj'’  their  recent  move  to 
enforce  the  overnight  parking  ordinance. 
From  the  outset  of  the  problem  officials  of 
student  government  have  worked  together 
with  interested  townspeople  to  protect  stu- 
dent interests. 

At  present,  negotations  with  the  city 
council  are  at  a standstill,  and  will  probably 
remain  static  until  a more  united  student 
protest  is  organized.  To  this  end  Gilbert  has 
organized  committees  to  deal  with  the  prob- 
lem in  an  orderly  fashion.  The  initial  apireal 
for  student  support  of  these  committees 
was  made  yesterday  afternoon. 

Students  have  been  asked  to  file  a report 
of  problem  parking  areas  at  the  committee 
desk  in  the  step-down  lounge  area  of  the 


Wilkinson  Center.  Complete  cooperation  of 
students  is  important  in  this  action  in  order 
to  ascertain  the  extent  to  which  students 
are  inconvenienced  by  the  ordinance.  It  has 
been  asserted  that  only  a handful  of  BYU 
students  are  without  off-street  parking 
space.  Students  can  prove  this  to  be  un- 
founded by  indicating  on  a piece  of  paper 
the  residential  area  in  which  they  are  en- 
countering a parking  problem  and  then 
handing  in  the  information  to  the  com- 
mittee at  the  step-down  lounge. 

Once  the  problem  has  been  narrow-ed 
to  some  specific  areas  it  will  be  much  easier 
to  demand  that  city  officials  shoulder  the 
burden  of  cleaning  up  their  own  town.  In- 
formation has  already  been  aired  to  demon- 
strate that  citj'  officials  are  attacking  the 
trunk  rather  than  the  root  of  their  problem. 

As  long  as  there  is  the  slightest  element 
of  doubt,  they  will  continue  to  avoid  the  real 
problem. 

Let’s  support  Gilbert  and  the  ASBYU 
in  an  orderly  expression  of  protest  in  the 
hoire  that  city  officials  will  stop  trying  to 
solve  their  problems  at  the  expense  of  the 
only  major  group  in  Provo  that  has  no 
recognized  voice  in  cit5"  government.

Virgil  James  Returns  From  Guiana 


Dr.  Virgil  A James,  College  of 
Easiness,  returned  this  week  from 
two  week-long  seminars  in  Guiana 
designed  to  “improve  management 
proficiency  in  all  phases  of  govern- 
ment and  business”  in  that  South 
American  country. 

Former  executive  development 
manager  for  Mobil  Oil  Corp.,  Dr. 
James  teaches  in  the  BYU  Master 
of  Business  Administration  Pro- 
gram and  develops  executive  man- 
agement institute  programs  for  the 
College  of  Business. 

His  services  were  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Guiana  Develop- 
ment Corp.  by  the  United  State  AID 
program.  The  GDC  is  responsible 
for  the  administration  of  a $300  mil- 
lion, seven-year  development  pro- 
gram in  Guiana. 

Dr.  James  commented,  “What 
we  did  definitely  had  political  over- 
tones. The  GDC  is  a government 
agency.  Deputy  Prime  Minister  P. 
A.  Reid  opened  the  first  seminar, 
for  chief  government  officals  and 
heads  of  public  corporations 
Prime  Minister  Forbes  Burnham 
opened  and  addressed  the  second 
seminar,  for  top  business  an  in- 
dustry executives.” 

UNEMPLOYMENT. 

He  noted  that  unrest  among  the 
nation’s  unemployed— 20  per  cent 
of  the  population— is  causing  con- 
cern to  the  government.  Like  most 
Caribbean  governments,  “it  is  a 
coalition  between  the  People’s  Na- 


tional Party,  which  has  communist 
leanings,  and  several  other  parties 
which  are  really  for  free  enter- 
prise.” 

A direct  effort  is  being  made  to 
reduce  the  high  Guianas  import 
rate  by  attracting  new  industry  and 
developing  local  capabilities. 

Speaking  of  the  men  who  attend- 
ed, he  remarked,  “Neither  I nor 
my  colleague,  Edward  DeLuca, 


who  has  had  20  years  of  experience 
in  this  type  of  work,  has  ever  seen 
a group  more  interested.”  Many 
of  the  officials  were  educated  in 
the  United  States. 

Both  men  were  presented  with 
solid-gold  cuff-link  and  tie-clasp 
sets  made  of  gold  nuggets,  “to 
wear  on  special  occasions,”  he  re- 
marked.
